Oasette. many of 
our planters have determined to sell oat their 
lands, end either leave the conntiy or move to 
town. They believe everything is so confused 
that U will be impossible to make a crop next 
>ear. They are aacrifidne their poasessions for ' 
a mere eong, and doing themaeivea, as well as | 
their counuy, a gieat iojury. A few sfaatiiers 
are tuning np thuM lauds at a very low figure, 
and will make foruines out of it as soon as the 
tide of emigration turns this way. We would 
advise every oce to be more calm and consider- 
ate, and hold on to their lands. This confusion 
of aociet}, disorganized as it is, will not al- 
vrays lasL The blacks must settle down 
open come defl u ite plan of labor, or they 
mn t itarve. Tne free warmth of the son 
will soon give wav to biting frosts of winter, 
end they can no longer lie down under a 
Utc and dream of a big plantation given 
them, but they vrill be eompeiled to go to work 
and provide food and raiment, and seek a 
shelter from the storm. A marked change has 
taken place in the pa.«t month in the condoct of 
this utfononate race. Pilgrim nesrota no 
losger throng the thoroughfares leading to our 
city, and no longer occupy the s**reet comers, to 
the annoyance of eveiy passer-by. Tber appear 
to have eetUed dovm. to a considerable exteuL 
Manv of theae wandering pilgrims have returned 
to their former homea, and welcome gladly the 
plow aod the hoe. finding by a bitter experience 
that freedom without la^>or is nothing more 
than freedom to starve There are many others 
V Lo vronld gladly return home if they were as. 
sored that tbeir former misters would receive 
them. Tbey are not devoid of all retaoB. They 
know that rigorous wioter, with its blasts and 
cold, vrfU come, and with it the negro Is greatest 
trooMca, for tbeir troubles will then commence 
in earnesL The fruits, vegetables, and hsh, 

• hich now afford them a cheap living, will be 
goce, and solid meats will bsve to be por- 
efaased. The negroes feel Ute force of these 
imths, and have comencied kxddng abont to 
protect themselves against the evil day. There- 
lore, ve think it is a great mistake oe the part 
of onr taimers to dispose of tbeir lands ao 
ctaeaply wben. byajndieioas coarse, Uii^can 
prccure help that will enable thana to plant 
their farms in small grain at least. We Mk 
them to calmly consider this subject iu all its 
btsrings. and see if it would nrA be better, if it 
would not l« more manly, to meet difficultiei 
than to despend nnd«r them.

Witness warceJ 'forrev 
thst Whitsitt had threatened to kill him. lie 
said th-it the town was large enough for both 
him and Whitsitt. At tbe Dyer interview Whit- 
sit' said teat he conld whip anv of Torrey's 
friends. Witness thought that Wh!:-itt was 
likely to kill any one it he set out to do so. 
Witness believed that Whitsitt had the reiiata- 
U< n of Iv ing a dangerous mm. 

Larry llarmslcrd was callod, but knew noth- 
ing aheut tbe c?sc. 

0. C Martin bad hea'd WbVa’tt making 
threats to kill Torrev on sight Witness was a 
pariicniar friend of Whitsitt, and told him not 
to talk so four or live davs tiefore the killing. 

F. Morrken was called, tu. kuew uoihiug of 
the case. 

Mr. Kinlolpb was called, hut knew u:>thlng 
of ’hi case. 

G. W Nelsrm was called, bat knew nothing 
bearing on tbe case. 

Jacob 8. Hurd testified lo Whitsitt uttering 
thicats against Torrey, and savlcg that he had 
had crimlual intercourse with Mr. Torrev’s 
daughter, and he would take Toitpv’* daughter 
in ore liand and a pistol in the other and would 
kill Torrev if be met him. Wuitsiti. said he 
was the ‘ bnll of the woods,” and meant to kill 
Torrey <-n sight. 

Frank Gibbs fold Torrey that he had heard 
that Whitsitt bad threateued to kill him on 
sight WbiUiU had the character of being a 
'erklesa and dangerous man. 1 think he would 
fight. Witness believed he would do what be 
raid be would. 

A. 8. Waddell saw Whitsitt four or flye days 
before be was killed. Witness had been present 
three or four days before the killing, when, to 
Mr. Dyer. Whitsitt threatened to kill Torrey on 
sight. Witness believed Whitsitt would fight 
anybody If be had occa«lon. If Whit»ltt said 
be would kill a man, witness believed be would 
do so.

Ttic coiKvrn has sniaebed — gone entirely — and 
for fae following rett.-ons: The junior mem'ier 
of ihe firm, not content with tbe legitimate 
lino r f business In which bis fa'.ber bad madu 
a fortune and A name, dealt largely in eteck*, 
operated be..vUy in gold, lort, made, lost, mods 
aga’n, lost more, hyq'Othccated the securities of 
the hon«e, conlinoed to lose, forged gold chucks 
with which to supply s margin, took up some 
of tbetn with the proceeds of the stolen securi- 
ties. continued bis sx>ecalation.s. lojt, continued 
his forgeries, lost, kept on forging and losing, 
untJ hi.s doom^lay' came. The discovery was 
mode public, and while hia fsiher’a hou<e fell 
cnishing about Ms head, Mr. Edward Ketebum 
took up his bag and rrn. 

This, in brief, is the bfrtory of a crime which 
yesterday agitated tbe banks and brokers aud 
boards of tbe city beyond anvthing since tbe 
surrender of Lee to Grant, which >~nsed the 
market to throb, and the foundations of all 
that WM deemi d sound to shake. PuhTtc con- 
fidence knew not where to rest Already stock- 
holders of banks had worried the directors, and 
the directors had badgered the officers con- 
eercing the way in which matters were man- 
aged, and now, when eventhirg was np^ide 
down, and everybody on the yal rire for addi- 
tioDsi misfortune, came the climax, absolutely 
terrible in its proportions. 

On Monday afternoon there were mm''r« cn 
the strceet that certain forged chucks bad i>een 
l-rcsentcd and passed at the gold room. Ex. 
amination reycaled the fact that rumor was 
correct, and that eeme twelve or fifteen checks

many who are interested in everything that 
transpires in the mouev circles, but nothing 
could be ascertained, and the fevered brain of 
many a liroker worried through tbe night im- 
patient fcj- the Uioming. 

Eaily y€‘.terd;'y morning it was announced 
njion the street snd at Ihe BoA.vd of Brokers 
that the film of Morris Ketchum & Son had 
M3.‘pcr.dfd jayment. In'icnsest eagerness for 
fi'Cis followed the announcement, and the tbou- 
Eand tongues ol rumor wagged ceaselessly and 
w ith latter tales about the name and credit of 
the men who bnt a few hours before shared the 
respect and confidence of their jieers at bank 
or toiud.

From amid scenes of confusion and accounts 
grossly at viriarce, we have gathmed what 
seems to be a truthful stotetuent of the case, as 
follows: 

The business r™pff of Kctchum & Son was 
that of brokers and bankers. Three or four 
months ago thev weie the great bears in rail- 
way Etccks: of late they have been the great 
buil.^ in gold, and to carry out their theory that 
gold was a “purchase,” and tbe natiunal and 
treenback currency greatly infiatecL they end- 
deiily reversed their position in the railways, first 
covering tbeir previous short contracts at a 
very heavv loss — street rumor said at the time 
frofii (1..AI0 ODD to (2.000,000. 

The recent upward gold movement was of 
tbeir engineering. It wm made to weigh heav- 
ily upon the money market, because toorb was 
i;'o export demand for gold, and tbe Cnstoin- 
hon.=e demand went only pattlally ahead of the 
Jnlv interest on the public debt. 

But abont the middle or 20lh of that month 
the custr.ms demand promised to accimul ite 
gold rapidly in tbe Treasury, already holding 
abont (33 000,000, and it was believed this de- 
mand wonld so coutinue through the month of 
Angnst M to advance the price of goM in the 
ot«n market, from the comparative sc’.rcity of 
the supply outride the large sum already monop- 
olized bv this speculation. It was then that the 
Secretary of the Trea-urv determined toevnvert 
a portion of hb snriiius into currency at m irket 
rates, and it W(s then, also, that tbe speculators 
are supposed to have resolved, at any cost, te 
take all tbe gold tbe Goyemment wonld sell, 
and advance tbe price alterward.

Mr. Morris Ketchum, an elderh- gentleman, 
has l>een out of town for some time p'.;it. ancl 
during his absence tbe management of affairs 
devolved upon Edward. The yonng man wav j 
disposed to go it alone outside of the parental I 
honse, and emplovedab.-okerage house, Vlessrs. 
Charles Graham & Co., one of the best known 
and most highly respected firms in the ba•ine8^ 
to do his woik. Thiough the medium of these 
peot'Ie be bos done an enormonv business, 
millions upon millions were as nothing to him, ! 
and at first he was very successful. 

For tbe cmnveidence of them=elveo, c-ertain 
brokers or dealers resolved to consider the bank 
of New York as the bank of actual deposit of 
gold, aud an a'rangement was made with the 
bank wbereby it agreed, for the sum of (1 ooo 
from each de'aler, to receive, count, guard, and 
pay out the gold on pai>er known os

HISTORY OF TKF. FORGBIl CHKCRS. 

Mr. Edward Ketchum was in the habit of get- 
ting ordinary checks from Messrs. Graham 
Co., for pnrxKieea of exchange, accommodation, 
or whatever, and on one occasion he obtained a 
check for .$1,000. He then mode application to 
Mr. Leverlcb, the President of tbe Bank of New 
York, for tbe opening of a gold account in tbe 
name of Charles Graham, received the check- 
book, paid Lis (l .UOO, and went off. Continu- 
ing his daily operations, aud needing money fur 
margins with which to carry gold, he has from 
time to time deposited with Charles Graham it 
Co. gold checks, drawn, apparently, by well- 
known bouses on the street, which checks were 
to be beid as security, not presented at bank, 
and, of course, not detected as fraudulent. 
These forgeries were employed, m far m we are 
advised, only as margins to money loons mode 
upon gennin.- gold checks. Thns.'on a million 
of dollars of gold represented by genuine 
checks, and on $250,000 represented by forged 
checks, eay abont (l,450.'ifi0 in currency would 
be borrow'ed, being the market cost of the gen- 
uine million of dollars. And, in like proper- 
ticn with other loa^^ the forgeries reprsMoting 
merely the margins between tbe amount which 
should have been advanced on the genuir.e 
checks and tbe market cost of the gold The 
sli]inlation with the money lenders was In ail 
cases that none of the checks should bo put in 
circulation or in any way used, except in default 
of the payment of the loan, aifter notice.

in which the forgeries were done is most slngu- 
iar and suggestive. As shown abovA four slg- 
Dutuies are needed te tbe chack before it is of 
the eligbtest vslne. The book given Ketchum 
by the. B.iiik of New York contained five hnn- 
dred blank checks, ranging from No. 5 h,)U)i to 
No. 59,000, iDCluslve, so tliatthe possible extent 
of the oi^rations is (2,500,000 with this book 
alcDA The signatures, then, to these checks, 
one would suppose, would need to be either 
genuine, or so closely Uke tbe genuine as to pass 
close scrutiny. They were neither. 

The ram« were not spelled correctly, noi 
was there the least attempt to counterfeit tbe 
buLdwriilxg of the parties on whom the fraud 
was committed. How careful business men 
conld permit millions of dollars to pass in and 
out ol their bands on i>itces of paper which were 
not only not genuine, bnt did not even lock 
like genuine checks, pMses onr comprehension. 

Tbe name of Mr. Bunker, one of tbe most 
careful, exact, snd precise of tellers, was writ- 
ten R BuLDbr; tbe name of Brocklenun, Un- 
ger, & Co. was written. Brokelm>n, Uegar. A 
Co., and so on through the entire lUt. This 
may be sn'ceptible of explanation, but to peo- 
ple' who don't handle gold checks every day it 
seems, to say the least, strange that such enor- 
mous 8in{iidities, snch absolute blunders, could 
so sucee.'sfu'ly be palmed upon shrewd, observ- 
Irg, mom v-grisplng men as are the brokers of 
Wall and kindred sireeU. BonkA too. are de- 
ceived and robbed by this same unsiccewfol 
sncctss.

Csr- 
taioly the eminent captive, po.^ssing the very 
great advantages which a defendant always 
poceesecs in tbe making np of a jury, can never, 
where so many of tbe people of all classes 
sympathise with him and hia late cause, 
be in the alightest danger of having a 
verdict rendered against bim. The jury in his 
case may tall to agree, bnt, ^ they agree at all, 
they will prononnee him not guilty. This may 
be regarded as an absolutely unquestionable 
fact, to ao it will assuredly prove. Yes, Mr. 
Davis, whether innocent or gnilty, will. If tried 
by conrt and jnn-, go nnpnnished, except by his 
imprisemmeut and by the mental tortures which 
have been preying since his downfsU like vnl- 
tnres upon hk heart, and will ever continue to 
{Tey npon It to the end of hia mortal days. 

And we shall not regret his escape from the 
fearful penalty of treason, even though be es- 
cape throngb the failure of the Jury to do its 
duty. Whether stem and naked Justice re- 
quire hk execution for treason or not, we be • 
lieve it beet for the peace and harmony of all 
sections of the restored Union, and best for the 
character and standing of onr country throngb- 
out tbe civilized world, that he shonld mot be 
exeented for treason. Tnrnlng him over to the 
civil anthoritlcs is, in our opinion, one of the 
wiseet acu of the Freeident

29ti in Asia, 213 in Afri- 
ew, 276 in North America, 100 in South Ameri- 
ca, 55 in Oceanica, and 15 are traveling. In 
1811 the' 0 were only 3,503 persons in the so- 
ciety, so that Ik numbers have more than 
doubled in the lust twenty-three years.

have yon an.v ^rsonal objeclloa* to aay of its I 
members? ilndge Hughe?, of the couni^ said ! 
he projioeed to make uo objection of a personal 
character. They wonld, however, at a subse- 
quent stage of the proceedings ask to be heard 
on the plea cf general jurisdiction, especially 
olijecting to the mode of constitutiag the court, 
but, ii the p'tkoner wss to be tried by a military 
commii-siun, he would as socn be tried by thk 
one as any other. 

Tbe members of the Commksion were then 
swuni. The Judge Advocate Informed tire 
prisoner that he was arraigned for trial under 
the name of Henry Wiertz— was that the name? 
Prisoner replied that it was. Judge Hughes de- I 
sired to say that the charges and specibcatioiu 
were not delivered to the prisoner until yester- 
day evening, and were not seen by hk counsel 
until this morning, therefore they had not had 
time to examine them. Col. Chapman said the 
connsel could ask f>r delay. Alter some ar- 
rangemeuls, he proceeded to read the charges 
and specifications preferred against Henry 
Wiertz, as follows: 

Charge first— Maliciously, willfully and tralt- 
oronsly, and In aid cf an armed reliellion 
against tbe United States, on or before tbe first 
day of March, 1^04, and combining, cemfeder- 
ating, and conspiring together with Robert E. 
I^ee, James Beddon, Jobn U. VVluter, Luciiw D. 
Nuribtup, Richard B. Winder, James White, 
W. B. Winder, L. D. Stevexson, aud others un- 
known, to iujnie tbe health and destroy the 
lives ol soldiers in the miliUiy service, agAbiat 
the laws of dvilized warfare. 

Charge second- Murder, in violation of Ibe 
laws and customs of war, spedflcaiion No. 1, in 
this that said Wertz, an officer in the militarv 
sertice of the so-esLffed Confederate Btaies, at 
AudersonviUe Btato of Georgia, on or about 
tbe 18ih day of July, 1861, did then and there, 
being commander of a prkon there lucatc.1 bv 
tbe authority of said so-cailcd Cocftde.aie 
btatee for tue confinement ol prisoner? of war 
taken aud held as sneb from tbe aimies ot the 
United States, when acting as said commmucr, 
felOTiionsly and wUlfuDy and ct bk own malice 
make au assault, and tbe said Wiertz, with 
a certain pkioi, then and there loaded and 
charged with ganiowder and btiUefi;, which 
said pktol said Wiertz in bk hand tuen and 
there had and held to, ugainst, aud upon a 
foldUr belonging to tbe arn.y of the United 
Biaus in Us, the said Henry Wiertz's, custudv 
as prisoner of war, whose name is unknown, 
then and there tolloniously of his malicj did 
shcK’t and discharge, inflicting upon the body 
cf said soldier a mortal wound aforesaid, in 
consequence cf which wcond m'.a'cleroaily In- 
flicted by said Wiertz the said soldier dl^. 
The said V.'iertz. an officer in the service of the 
so called Bonthern ConlcOerale States, at .An- 
deis. nviffe, Georgia, cn or about the 20th cf 
Seplemter, 1865, then end there being com- 
mander ol a prison, theie trcatal, by authority 
ol tbe sc-called Confederate Btale^ for the con- 
finement of prkoners ot war, taken and held as 
such of a while, acting as jail commander, 
Icioniocsly, wffUnliy aud of hia own malice, 
whip, kick, aud otbiuwise injure a soldier be-
